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FORGED BY FORBES 
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Fresh light was thrown yesterday 


on the strange activities of Donald 


L. Forbes, whose pose as a man of 
wealth was exposed last week foi- 
lowing his disappearance and the 
receipt by Fred J. Smith, his protege, 
of a letter announcing the elder 
man’s intended suicide in the ocean 
Paso Robles, when Smith dis- 
covered among Forbes’ personal ef- 
fects a forged certificate of 1,000 
shares of stock in the Encaustic Tile 
Company, of which Harry N. Burton 
of Ontario is president. 

Young Smith at once took the cer- 
tificate to Mr. Burton to enquire re- 
garding its value. Mr. Burton, at 
first glamce, declared it to be worth 
$1,000, but examination showed it 
to be a forgery, bearing the sup- 
posedly fictitious names of “D. B. 
Stock” and “James Blake” as presi- 
dent and secretary of the company. 
Investigation developed the fact that 
Forbes, while employed in the print 
shop of the Ontario Herald office, 
where the stock certificate blanks 
were printed, had slipped out cer- 
lificates numbered 299 and 300 in 
binding. Only one of the missing 
blanks has as yet come to light 
and it is thought not unlikely that 
Forbes may have succeeded in cash- 


near 





ing in on the other one after forg- 
ing it similarly. Other local men 
interested in the tile company 1in- 


elude J. R. McWilliams and Archie 
D. Mitchell. The present value of 
the stock is $1 a share. 

In disappearing, Forbes is said to 
have’ left behind him a number of 
unpaid bills and the Ontario branch 
of the Bank of Italy wants the man 
for an overdraught of $973. Forbes 
is supposed to have made for the 
Canadian line, and officers .of every 
city on the Pacific Coast have been 
furnished with his description. He 
is a man of about fifty years and of 
a pleasing personality, which proved 
a decided asset in impressing peo- 
ple with bis. sincerity. ‘ ¥ 

In the meantime, Smith, a poor 
young Englishman, whom Forbes re- 
cently met and befriended, finds 
himself im a decidedly embarrassing 
position, for on the promise of the 
man to buy a 25-acre orange} 
in Upland and build a fine 
home in which the youth was to 
have a half interest, he wrote his 
fiance in England to sell the family 
furniture and come with her mother |

Commencing next month deputy 
county tax collectors will call in 
the different districts of the county 
and establish offices for short per- 
iods, at which time property own- 
ers will have the opportunity of pay-

lison’s office. He began his duties 
as probation officer yesterday. 

With the appointment of Mr. Lar- 
more, Acting Judge Warmer of the 
juvenile court announced that the 
selection of Miss Belle Larmore, the 
officer’s daughter, as his chief as- 
sistant, and Miss Mary J. Hughes of 
San Bernardino as_ secretary, had 
been approved by the _ jurists. 
Whether any changes in the staff 
of the detention home will be made 
is a question of policy for Mr. Lar- 
more to decide, it wag also stated. 

Increase Monthly Appropriation 

By the ordinance adopted by the 
Board of Supervisors, the county 
probation officer will receive $200 
per month, his assistant $150 and 
his secretary $110, an increase in 
the monthly appropriation for the 
conducting of the office totaling ap- 
proximately $225. The increased 
salaries were approved by the super- 
visors at the request of the proba- 
tion committee, it being declared 
that higher salaries than heretofore 
paid were necessary to obtain ef- 
ficient juvenile and probation  ex- 
pérts. 

“Mr. Larmore received the unan- 
imous endorsement of the probation 
committee,” said Acting Juvenile 
Judge Warmer. “He was selected 
from a number of applicants because 
of the committee’s high regard for 
his ability, which ranges from the 
handling of criminals to the faculty 
of being able to understand children 
and corrective measures employed in 
juvenile court work.’
